Mong the Miſeries to 
which Mankind are ſub- 
ject, nothing is more jad 
and deplorabie,nor deſerves greater 
Compaſſion than the Cale of Lu- 
naticks, They are uncapable of 
the datisfactions of. Life themſelves, 
and ſo great an Affliction and Di- 
curbance to Al; Who have an? 
Concern about em, that tis pre- 
AY ſ\um'd, 
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ſum d, nothing can . more ac- 
ceptable to the World, than either 
| to propoſe ſuch a Method of Cure 
| as quay relieve the Afflicted Pati. 
ent, (it curable) or provide con- 
venient Lodging and Diet, and 
take that tendet Care of em, as 
at once may eaſe them of pa 2 of 
their Miſcry, and allay the Sorrow 
of fuch Perſons who may at any 
time be fo unhappy as to have 
their deareſt Friends fall into this 
melancholly Condition. 
T have propos d both theſe to 
my ſelf, in my ſtudy of the Na- 
ture ad Cure of this Caſe, and 
in this Publication. Diftradtions 
are of different Kinds, and pro- 
ceed from va rious Cauſes, and'ex- 


hibit 
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hibit different . accor- 
ding to the Climate in which the 
Patient is born, the ( onſtiturion 
of his Body, the Temperament 
and Diſpoſition of his Mind, or 
the Method” of his Education.
